The four bandits were

were out on strike. They came here 
last night in an automobile. 


According to 
the story 
told by! 


Boruzackitz, 
they left 
Pittsburgh 


with the intention of going to Orr 
ville, Ohio, to rob a bank.

-take, he said, they went to Orwell 


The bandits 
were "caught 
red- 


handed" by Sheriff Elclred and his 
crowd, the two men toeing killed and 
the third wounded when they ran
